BRITISH  INDIAN  COINAGE 

By  Major  F.  Pridmore 

THE  VICTORIA  TYPE  I  (Continuous  legend)  RUPEE  EFFIGY 

There  are  two  distinct  forms  of  the  head  of  Queen  Victoria  which  appear  on  the 
Type  I  (continuous  legend)  East  India  Company’s  Rupee  of  British  India.  Usually 
sale  and  dealers  catalogues  only  distinguish  the  two  main  types  and  no  reference  is 
made  to  a  second  head  variety  of  the  Type  I  rupee.  These  are  illustrated  on  plate 
88:  first  variety  “English”  head;  second  variety  “Indian”  head. 

Comparison  of  the  illustrations  show  that  the  head  styles  are  quite  marked.  The 
first  variety  is  well  proportioned  with  the  head  nicely  balanced.  On  the  second  variety 
the  hair  is  gathered  at  the  back  of  the  head  in  such  a  fashion  that  the  whole  effect  is 
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elongated.  The  neck  is  longer  and  thinner  and  the  general  appearance  is  somewhat 
peculiar. 

The  reason  for  the  difference  is  interesting.  From  the  first  introduction  of  the 
new  coinage  in  1835  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Court  of  Directors  and  the  Supreme 
Government  in  India,  that  the  coins  issued  from  the  three  mints  of  Bombay,  Calcutta 
and  Madras,  should  be  identical.  As  early  as  1820,  the  Bengal  Council  had  determined 
that  all  dies  used  in  the  several  mints  in  the  Bengal  Presidency  should  be  prepared  in 
the  Calcutta  mint.  This  measure,  in  addition  to  acting  as  a  safeguard  against  forgery, 
also  served  as  an  administrative  economy.  It  relieved  the  Company  from  appointing 
highly  paid  artist/engravers  to  the  several  mint  establishments.  In  those  cases  where 
more  than  one  mint  struck  and  issued  the  same  type  of  coin,  they  could  not  be 
distinguished  from  each  other  by  the  ordinary  person. 

As  the  time  approached  for  the  completion  of  the  new  mints  of  Bombay  and 
Calcutta,  the  Court  of  Directors  expressed  their  views  on  the  matter  in  a  Dispatch  to 
the  Bengal  Government  dated  11th  March  1829.  Paragraph  44  reads: 

“In  the  year  1820  you  came  to  the  determination  that  all  the  dies  used  in  the 
Mints  under  your  Presidency  should  be  prepared  in  the  Calcutta  Mint.  We 
entirely  approve  of  that  determination,  and  it  is  our  decided  opinion  that  all  the 
Dies  which  may  be  required  for  the  Mints  of  Madras  and  Bombay  also,  should 
be  executed  in  the  Calcutta  Mint.  The  multiplying  Die  apparatus  with  which  we 
have  already  furnished  you,  is  fully  equal  to  the  supply  of  whatever  number  of 
Dies  may  be  required  for  the  general  Coining  for  the  whole  of  India.” 

Some  5  years  passed  before  Calcutta  became  the  established  Die  centre  for  the 
Indian  mints.  In  1833,  dies  were  prepared  at  Calcutta  for  the  Bombay  copper  coinage. 
The  engraving  of  each  denomination  was  allotted  to  a  different  artist  and  served  as  a 
preliminary  text  for  the  appointment  of  Head  Engraver  to  the  Calcutta  Mint.  The 
artist  who  produced  the  best  work  eventually  became  the  Head  Engraver  of  the  new 
mint  in  1835. 

There  are  many  interesting  features  concerning  the  engraving  of  dies  for  the  new 
coins  introduced  in  India  in  1835.  In  that  year,  the  several  rupee  coin  types  issued  by 
the  three  Presidencies  gave  way  to  a  “Company’s”  rupee.  This  became  the  standard 
rupee  coin  for  British  India  until  replaced  by  the  “Government”  rupee  of  Imperial 
India  in  1862. 

In  1835  the  reigning  British  monarch  was  William  IV  and  his  effigy  was  introduced 
on  the  new  Indian  gold  and  silver  coins  first  struck  at  the  Calcutta  mint  in  1835. 
However,  King  William  IV  died  in  1837,  and  it  became  necessary  to  replace  his 
effigy  with  that  of  Queen  Victoria.  This  change  following  so  soon  after  the  great 
reform  in  the  currency  system  requiring  large  quantities  of  the  new  coins,  imposed 
a  heavy  burden  on  the  Calcutta  mint  die  department.  It  was  not  until  1840/41,  that 
the  Indian  mints  were  able  to  change  to  a  new  obverse  design.  The  model  for  the 
new  monarchs  effigy  was  prepared  in  England. 

“English”  head  variety  (Plate  88,  A) 

On  the  4th  January  1839  the  Court  of  Directors  Despatch  No.  1  of  1839,  addressed 
to  the  Governor  of  the  Presidency  of  Fort  William  in  Bengal,  states  they  forward 
for  the  use  of  the  Calcutta  Mint,  one  obverse  matrix  die  for  the  rupee  coinage  showing 
the  head  of  the  Queen.  No  die  was  forwarded  for  the  reverse  as  the  Directors  con¬ 
cluded  that  artists  could  be  found  in  India  who  were  competant  to  prepare  the 
reverse.  They  further  promised  to  furnish  similar  dies  for  the  smaller  coins  at  an 
early  opportunity. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  matrix  die,  the  Calcutta  mint,  after  overcoming  many 
difficulties,  prepared  new  obverse  dies  and  coins  bearing  the  fixed  date  1840/41  with 
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the  Type  I  (continuous  legend)  of  Queen  Victoria  were  issued.  There  are  minor 
differences  in  this  first  variety  effigy  resulting  from  the  multiplication  of  dies  and 
‘‘touching  up”  by  the  engravers.  These  however,  are  not  major  alterations  to  the 
principal  design.  This  obverse  variety  (English  head)  remained  unchanged  on  the 
rupee  denomination  struck  at  the  Calcutta  mint  until  1845. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  despite  the  Directors  promise  in  January  1839  that 
they  would  forward  dies  for  the  smaller  silver  denominations,  they  failed  to  do  so. 
For  the  smaller  coins,  obverse  dies  were  made  by  reducing  the  original. 

“Indian”  head  variety  (Plate  88,  B) 

In  the  years  immediately  following  the  change  in  the  currency,  hugh  amounts  of 
new  coins  were  required.  At  the  Calcutta  mint,  the  principal  denominations  coined 
consisted  of  the  silver  rupee  and  copper  quarter  anna.  Die  consumption  was  enor¬ 
mous. 

The  constant  use  of  the  original  English  matrix  die  in  the  preparation  of  puncheons 
|  for  multiplication  of  working  dies  for  three  mints,  resulted  in  it  becoming  so  worn 
as  to  yield  very  imperfect  impressions. 

It  thus  became  necessary  for  the  mint  master  to  direct  the  head  engraver  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  new  matrix  obverse  for  the  rupee.  For  this  purpose  he  was  provided  with  the 
die  of  the  Queen’s  head  used  on  the  Afghanistan  Medals  for  a  model.  This  medal  die 
had  been  engraved  by  William  Wyon,  Chief  Engraver  to  the  Royal  Mint,  and  sent  to 
India  by  the  Directors  to  enable  the  Calcutta  Mint  to  strike  the  medals  for  the 
Military  Department. 

On  the  5th  June  1845,  the  die  completed  by  the  native  engraver  was  submitted 
to  the  Calcutta  Mint  Committee  for  their  consideration.  In  the  covering  letter,  the 
mint  master  points  out  the  inferiority  in  artistic  execution  to  that  of  the  English 
model.  He  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  various  times  he  had  strongly  urged  the 
appointment  to  the  Calcutta  Mint  establishment  of  a  fully  qualified  English  engraver. 
The  Committees  reaction  to  these  last  remarks  were,  that  they  did  not  consider  it 
necessary  to  send  home  for  an  English  engraver.  They  did  however,  strongly  recom¬ 
mend  the  need  for  matrix  dies  to  be  prepared  in  England  for  the  use  of  the  Calcutta 
Mint  Die  Department.  It  was  due  to  this  request  that  the  Type  II  (divided 
legend)  effigy  of  Queen  Victoria  executed  by  William  Wyon  originated.  Until  the 
Type  II  dies  could  be  obtained  (eventually  renewed  in  December  1849)  the  Calcutta 
Mint  was  compelled  to  take  into  use  for  the  rupee  obverse,  the  matrix  die  prepared 
by  the  native  engraver — Kasinath  Dass. 

The  new  effigy  was  brought  into  use  during  the  latter  part  of  1845.  It  only  appears 
on  the  Rupee  issued  by  the  Calcutta  mint.  Neither  the  Bombay  or  Madras  mints 
I  struck  rupees  bearing  this  effigy.  Their  rupee  coinages  were  smaller  than  that  of 
Calcutta,  and  the  matrices  of  the  “English”  head  continued  capable  of  producing 
their  die  requirements  for  the  remaining  period  the  Type  I  series  remained  in  pro¬ 
duction.

LANE,  Samuel  Francis  ( Bulletin  1970,  p.  45) 

The  street  address,  compressed  on  the  check,  of  the  beerhouse  in  the  listed  item  4  was  87 
Cardigan  Street,  Belmont  Row;  John  Dugmore’s  dates  of  presence  were  1881-87(-8).  (The 
maker’s  address  dating  does  not,  therefore,  produce  any  narrower  dating  for  this  check.) 
Checks  bearing  Lane’s  War  stone  Lane  address — add: 

6.  E(dwin)  Watson,  Commercial  Inn ,  240  Icknield  St.  East.  Present  (1884-)85-1902. 
The  third  relevant  BNJ  volume  envisaged  at  the  end  of  the  1970  entry  was  (issued  in  the 
same  week  as  the  entry  was  published)  xxxvii  1968. 

LAWRENCE,  J.  &  S.  &  Co.  Grant — ;  BDM — 

A  maker’s  legend  J.  &  S.  Lawrence  &  Co.  125  Gt.  Charles  St.  Birmingham  is  said  to  occur 
on  a  Id  check  of  H.  Lawrence,  Bee  Hive  Tavern ,  (129H  Great  Hampton  St.,  Birmingham; 
c/m’d  H.L.  Herbert  Lawrence  was  present  there  1878-87(-88);  the  c/m  may  be  of  his 
widow  Harriet  who  then  took  over. 

The  signature  firm  traded  at  the  (multi-tenancy)  address  on  the  check  under  style  Josiah 
&  Samuel  Lawrence  &  Co.  as  patent  printing  appliance  makers;  active  only  for  two  years 
1876-7. 

Thereafter  Josiah  Lawrence,  living  at  various  other  addresses,  was  employed  as  a  traveller 
by  a  firm  of  button-makers  George  &  Henry  Bullivant  during  the  remainder  (1879-93)  of  their 
sojourn  at  the  same  premises  125  Great  Charles  Street.  [The  Author  has  a  livery  button  signed 
on  reverse  Bullivant  &  Tipson,  perhaps  a  later  style  of  theirs].  In  1894  the  Bullivant  firm  moved 
to  44  St.  Paul’s  Square  where,  strangely  enough,  they  became  co-tenants  of  an  ostensibly 
different  Josiah  Lawrence — he  had  been  settled  there  since  before  1876 — a  brace  manufacturer. 
But  of  Samuel  Lawrence,  evidently  the  mainstay  of  the  brief  partnership  with  the  original 
Josiah,  nothing  further  is  listed  after  its  dissolution. 

LEONARD, - 

See  the  entries  DURNING  &c.  and  ENGLISH  &c.  in  this  Supplement. 

LUDGATE,  William  (. Bulletin  1960,  p.  183,  and  1970,  p.  46) 

Revised  table  of  his  addresses: 

1855-60  178  Cromwell  Street,  Bloomsbury  (St.); 

1861-2  7  Ludgate  Hill; 

1863-76  5\  Ludgate  Hill; 

1877(-78)  43  St.  Paul’s  Square. 

The  dating  of  two  checks  reported  in  the  1970  entry  can  be  clarified.  The  last  line  of  the 
above  table  shows  the  date  of  striking  of  the  Prince  Arthur  Hotel  check,  afterwards  punched 
with  the  surname  of  Potter  who  was  present  (1886-)87-89(-90).  The  publican  at  the  Sir  John 
Falstaff  was  present  (1860-)61-63,  hence  the  check  was  issued  in  1863. 

MIDDLETON,  William  (. Bulletin  1970,  p.  46) 

His  commencement  dating  was  (1842-)44. 

MIDDLETON,  Walter  ( Bulletin  1970,  p.  47) 

The  tabled  datings  in  greater  precision  were: 

1871-92 
(1888-)89-96 
1893-1919  .  .  . 

In  1872(-3)  he  was  also  said  to  be  ‘of  Middleton  &  Son,  manufacturing  jewellers,  114  Barr 
Street  West’.  The  address  in  Ellen  Street  was  merely  one  of  his  successive  private  residences. 

The  check  of  the  Gladstone  Arms  mentioned  at  ‘(a)’  of  the  1970  entry  relating  to  the  above 
maker  can  now  be  definitely  attributed  to  him,  by  period,  rather  than  to  William  of  same 
surname.  This  was  a  beerhouse  in  Clifton  Road  (no.  95  changed  1895  to  178)  where  Gardner 
was  present  1879-97. 

Under  J.  &  S.  LAWRENCE  &  Co.  in  this  present  Supplement ,  mention  is  made  of  a 
Bee  Hive  Tavern  check  for  Id.  A  check  for  3d  of  the  same  proprietor  there  and  bearing  the 
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same  c/m  is  said  to  occur  signed  W.  R.  Middleton ,  Caroline  Street ,  Birmingham.  This  check  is 
not  available  for  scrutiny  and  discernment  whether  the  second  initial  is  really  present  on  it, 
but  in  other  respects  it  clearly  points  to  Walter  Middleton;  the  tavernkeeper’s  dating  falls' 
within  this  maker’s  period  in  Caroline  Street. 

MOORE,  Joseph  ( Bulletin  1960,  pp.  229-230) 

Regarding  item  (vii)  of  his  products  listed,  the  publican  Henry  Mitchell  was  present 
(1858-)59-70  (and  perhaps  again  later),  thus  dating  the  issue  of  the  check  as  within  1858-68. 
A  further  Birmingham  check  bearing  Moore’s  signature  is  of: 

(viii)  (Spelt  “Chrystal”  on  the  check):  The  Crystal  Palace  public  house  (listed  1864-91/2), 
Six  Ways,  Smethwick;  without  a  publican’s  name.  Same  rev.  as  for  item  (vii). 
Hence  struck  within  1864-8. 

MORGAN,  Henry  ( Bulletin  1960,  p.  230) 

A  further  check  by  him  is : 

(iii)  (British  Museum)  Same  layout  of  the  Morgan  “obv.”  (really  rev.)  as  in  item  (i) 
except  denomination  “24”. 

Other  face:  “  .  S.  Brooks  .  /  Gun  /  Makers  /  Arms  /  Steelhouse  Lane”  (the 
public  house  name  in  the  field,  the  rest  curved  above  and  below). 

The  locality  of  it  is  not  yet  traced;  besides  Birmingham,  streets  named  Steelhouse  Lane  occur 
elsewhere,  e.g.  Wolverhampton  (where  later  on  there  was  a  Steelhouse  Tavern  in  that  street). 

NEAL,  John  ( Bulletin  1960,  p.  230,  and  1970,  p.  124) 

Further  particulars  of  two  of  the  checks  already  mentioned  (1960  entry)  are: 

Batty  I/2231C:  Charles  Bishop,  Midland  Tavern ,  (96)  Lawley  Street  (Birmingham); 

present  there  1868-77. 

Batty  II/4304C:  Henry  Inston,  Old  King’s  Head.  This  was  at  27  Dudley  Street,  Wolver¬ 
hampton,  active  for  many  years.  Inston  was  present  .  .  .  1869(-74). 

PITT,  Joseph  &  Son  ( Bulletin  1970,  p.  124) 

In  first  table  of  addresses:  An  earlier  address-line  for  Joseph  should  be  added,  and  for 
precision  the  other  three  date-ranges  should  read,  as  follows: 

1862  1004  Great  Hampton  Street; 

1864-67 

1868-71 

1872-83 

At  the  above  1862  address,  John  Wilcox  was  then  a  joint  tenant  (see  his  early  history  in  the 
present  DURNING  &c.  entry);  another  letter  cutter  took  Joseph  Pitt’s  place  there  in  1863, 
when  there  was  no  listing  of  either  Joseph  or  Josiah. 

In  second  table  of  addresses:  The  date-ranges  should  respectively  end  1893  and  start  1894. 

ROSE,  Lewis  (- Bulletin  1970,  p.  125) 

The  dating  in  first  line  of  entry  should  read  “(1888-)89-91”. 

RYDER  Grant:  see  below;  BDM — 

This  entry  is  at  present  almost  entirely  an  extract  of  essential  particulars  from  the  entry 
DURNING  &c.  in  this  Supplement. 

Charles  Ryder,  a  diesinker  and  seal  engraver,  operated  in  partnerships: 

( 1 835-)38~49(-50)  54  Bull  St.  B.  Durning  &  C.  Ryder 

(1850-)51-53  641  Bull  St.  Ryder  &  English 

from  which  no  signed  checks  have  yet  been  noted  though  a  medal  of  1838  is  attributed  to  the 
first  one. 

Mr.  English  then  traded  alone  for  2-3  years  before  forming  other  partnerships,  the  first  of 
which  was  suffixed  ( late  Ryder  &  English ). 

(A  probably  different  Charles  Ryder,  fancy  plater,  operated  -1834-  in  Holt  Street  and 
-1840-41-  at  96  Great  Hampton  Row.) 

SALE,  H.  B.  {Bulletin  1960,  p.  311) 

His  starting  date  (line  3  of  entry)  should  read  “1862”.  The  dating  in  first  line  of  table 
should  read  “1862-63”  and  the  rest  of  the  tabular  dates  should  each  be  retarded  by  one  year. 
The  firm  also  made  co-operative  society  checks,  keyring  tags,  &c. 
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TOLLETT,  Thomas  Grant — ;  BDM — 

He  was  listed  as  a  diesinker.  His  sole  address  was  a  multi-tenancy  earlier  used  by  other 
makers  in  this  Dictionary — Albert  Wise  and  before  him  W.  H.  Bartlam — and  also  from  1892/3 
by  a  further  diesinker  (Alfred  John  Pearson),  at: 

1878-94  1a  Caroline  Street. 

But  on  the  one  example  so  far  seen  of  his  products,  his  street  number  is  misleadingly 
shown  as  no.  I  which  was  another  multi-tenancy  next  door: 

Obv.  "T.  Tollett  check  maker  /  .  1  Caroline  Sl  St.  Pauls  .”  at  rim,  surrounding  wide 
inner  circle  enclosing  large  “3d”. 

Rev.  “E.  J.  White  /  family  /  grocer  /  Moseley  Road”  as  two  upper  then  two  lower 
curved  lines,  with  lozenge  ornaments  flanking  the  upper  pair.  In  centre  a  7- 
petalled  rose,  with  vertical  and  horizontal  lines  radiating  from  it. 

Unusually  named  Enester  John  White,  he  was  a  grocer  and  from  1894  also  dealt  in  earthenware, 
and  ran  these  two  lines  separately  in  a  pair  of  shops  of  fluctuating  positions  in  Moseley  Road, 
over  a  long  period.  The  grocery  was  located  until  1893  at  no.  284 — where  it  was  the  subject 
of  the  check ;  next  at  no.  545  for  5  years ;  then  settled  at  no.  530,  taking  the  place  of  the  earthen¬ 
ware  store  which  thereupon  moved  to  no.  144  with  its  description  elevated  to  being  a  china  & 
glass  store. 

TYE  ( Bulletin  1960,  p.  314) 

There  were  really  three  successive  businesses,  of  which  the  first  and  third  probably  have 
no  relevance  to  this  Dictionary  but  are  mentioned  to  clear  up  confusion  in  the  original  entry 
and  to  enable  the  relevant  maker  to  be  distinguished  from  the  same  and  similar  initials  of  the 
others. 

1 .  George  Penrose  TYE.  The  sole  address  used  (at  least  from  1 834  onwards)  was  80  Caroline 
Street.  A  business  of  silversmiths  and  makers  of  British  plate  (and  abbata  spoons), 
which  after  personal  proprietorship  in  the  above  name  changed  style  by  1838  to  G.  P. 
Tye  &  Co.  and  operated  finally  (1842-)44(-49)  under  style  George  Tye  &  Co. 

2.  George  Piercy  TYE  was  active  (1850-)53-76  at  sole  address  107  Great  Charles  Street, 
described  in  short  as  a  die  and  seal  engraver.  His  expanded  description  (in  e.g.  I860.) 
was  general  die  and  seal  engraver,  envelope  embosser,  &c.,  patentee  &  manufacturer 
of  the  newly  invented  triple  &  single  hyacinth  glasses. 

3.  George  S.  TYE.  Active  as  a  press  tool  maker  1877-1911  ...  at  41  Caroline  Street. 
By  1961  the  firm  was  George  S.  Tye  &  Co.  Ltd,  badge  makers,  at  120  Branston  Street, 
Birmingham,  18. 

The  Author  is  grateful  to  reader  Mr  A.  J.  Johnson  for  his  letter  in  the  Oct.  1966  Bulletin 
showing  interest  in  the  Author’s  then  difficulty  in  tracing  inns  named  Why  Not.  In  subsequent 
intensive  studying  of  public  house  lists  and  lists  of  beer  retailers  in  Birmingham  directories 
for  the  purpose  of  tracing  the  datings  of  the  considerable  volume  of  local  liquor  checks,  includ¬ 
ing  those  of  four  establishments  bearing  the  name  Why  Not,  these  four  were  confirmed  to  be 
beerhouses.  As  such,  their  names  would  not  appear  at  all  in  directories,  and  dating  depended  on 
finding  in  the  beer-retailers  lists  the  personal  names  and  addresses — if  marked — on  the  checks. 

But  by  happy  chance,  although  (among  these  four)  the  Why  Not  check  which  G.  P.  Tye 
struck  bore  no  proprietor’s  name,  the  name  of  this  particular  beerhouse  did  appear  in  one 
public  house  list  by  a  fluke  and  in  one  other  wherein  the  particular  directory  publisher  included 
the  names  of  various  beerhouses — a  veritable  crib!  By  these  two  aids  it  is  found  to  have  been 
active  .  .  .  1861-93  .  .  . 

WHITE,  Janies  (. Bulletin  1970,  p.  127) 

Amended  table  of  his  addresses : 

(1856-)57-59  20^-  Smallbrook  Street,  and 

(1858-)59  69  Pershore  Street; 

1860  70  Pershore  Street; 

1861-81  62  Pershore  Street. 

The  business  then  devolved  on  James  White,  Jr.,  who  moved  it  to  Skinner  Street  and  later 
back  to  Pershore  Street  but  at  a  fresh  no. 

WILCOX,  John  (J Bulletin  1960,  p.  407,  and  1970,  p.  128) 

Superseding  the  1970  Wilcox  entry,  now  see  under  DURNING  &c.  in  this  Supplement 
the  tabling  of  his  antecedents  and  revised  dating/address  details  of  his  own  business  up  to 
1864;  continuing  (revised)  as  under: 

1865  232  New  John  Street  West  ; 

1866  230  New  John  Street  West; 

1867-70  59^  Great  Hampton  Street; 

1871-89(-90)  168  (back  of)  Hockley  Hill; 

(1890-)91-1902  (next  to  no.  8)  York  Terrace. 
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At  this  last  address  the  business  then  continued  as  Wilcox  &  Lines,  which  by  1922  became  Ltd 
as  brass  stampers  at  85  Vittoria  Street;  and  by  1939  and  into  the  1960’s  was  located  at  Bromford 
Lane,  Erdington  (Birmingham)  making  hot  brass  stampings  &  pressings,  besides  having  a 
branch  at  Manchester. 

WISE,  Albert  (. Bulletin  1970,  pp.  128-9) 

His  sojourn  in  Caroline  Street  began  in  1867  and  was  preceded  by  an  address  191-  Ann 
Street  in  1866. 

A  further  check  by  him  has  been  added  to  the  collection  cited : 

Obv.  “E.  C.  Spall  /  -  •  -  /  Anchor  Inn  /  Bradford  S 1  /  -  •  -  /  Birmingham”  (the  central 
lines  straight  across  flan,  end-lines  curved  above  and  below)  and  beaded  circle 
at  rim. 

Rev.  Large  “2+”  (ornamental  2  and  plain  fraction)  within  dotted  inner  circle,  and 
small  signature  “Wise  Maker  Birm”  curved  to  rim  below  outer  circle  of  lozenges. 
Edward  Charles  Spall  was  present  (1892-)94-98.  Manufacture  was  thus  at  Wise’s  address 
in  Tenby  Street. 

WOOD,  John  ( Bulletin  1960,  pp.  407-8,  and  1970,  p.  129) 

In  Spencer  Street  he  moved  to  no.  51+  during  1882  and  was  there  until  1898.  His  exact 
dating  in  Cuckoo  Road  was  1899-1902  and  in  Bagot  Street  1903-06.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

O.G.  &  Co.  Brass  Checks.  Turning  to  our  brass  checks  and  tickets  and  noting  that  O.G. 
&  Co.  has  once  again  been  attributed  to  South  Australia  ( Bulletin ,  Jan.  1971).- Bearing  in  mind 
the  controversial  issues  raised  by  Mr.  R.  N.  P.  Hawkins  ( Bulletin ,  May  1968)  and  Dr.  G.  P. 
Theron  ( Bulletin ,  November  1969)  which  gentlemen  attribute  the  O.G.  &  Co.  brass  checks  to  a 
London  (England)  barber  and  a  firm  in  South  Africa  respectively,  I  am  moved  to  ask — has 
further  information  placed  these  checks  fairly  and  squarely  in  Adelaide  ?  (see  list  Bulletin, 
January  1971). 

Mr.  Hawkins  stated  that  he  had  been  given  an  extract  from  a  ‘supplies  catalogue’  by  a 
firm  now  trading  as  Osborne  Garrett,  Nagele,  Ltd. — the  proof  in  this  instance  seems  irrefutable. 
One  is  also  inclined  to  agree  with  the  views  expressed  by  Dr.  Theron. 

Is  it  not  possible  that  these  tokens  could  be  attributed  to  all  three  countries  ?  that  more 
than  one  firm  with  the  same  initials  could  have  purchased  checks  from  the  same  manufacturer  ? 
To  have  ordered  coins  already  designed  and  in  existence  would  surely  have  been  less  expensive  ? 
Unethical  on  the  part  of  the  vendor  ?  One  would  have  to  know  the  terms  of  sale  and  purchase, 
did  the  purchaser  buy  copyright  as  well  as  a  batch  of  checks  ? 

South  Australia  remains  relatively  quiet  on  the  subject,  being  in  no  apparent  hurry  to  claim 
primary  ownership,  although  Mr.  R.  M.  Greig,  Past-President  of  the  N.S.S.A.,  does  state 
“It  is  a  fact  that  quite  a  few  of  these  pieces  do  turn  up  in  Adelaide.” 

O. G.  &  Co.— 

A  firm  called  Orrock  &  Gilliand  at  Ficksburg,  South  Africa  ?  (with  authenticity  backing  by  a 
Museum  Catalogue). 

A  barber’s  shop  named  Osborne,  Garrett  &  Co.  of  Frith  Street?  London  W.l  (‘supplies 
catalogue’  to  substantiate). 

A  tramway  system  (Osmonde  Giles  &  Co.)  in  Adelaide,  South  Australia  ? 

One  wonders  whether  the  catalogue  mentioned  by  Mr.  Hawkins,  gives  also  the  name  of  the 
manufacturer  and/or  firm  from  which  these  checks  were  purchased  ?  If  so,  whether  the  said 
firm  is  still  in  existence  (with  records!)  ? 

Meanwhile,  back  to  the  opening  question — has  further  information  placed,  beyond  doubt, 
this  O.G.  &  Co.  check  in  Adelaide,  as  well  as  London  and  Ficksburg,  O.F.S.  ? — R.  E.  M. 
Pearce. 

P. S.  Mr  Walter  Allen,  the  Scottish  numismatist,  attributed  the  above-mentioned  tokens  to 
the  “Ogg  Brothers”,  Warehousemen  in  Glasgow. — R.E.M.P. 

“Ronokco”.  On  p.  42  of  the  reprint,  A  Diatribe  of  Mony  or  Coyn,  there  occurs  the  following: 
“The  Coyns  of  the  West-Indies  are  Wampon  Peague,  (the  sixth  part  of  a  penny  with  us) 
which  goes  by  number,  and  Ronokco  which  goes  by  weight". 

I  have  never  seen  the  term  “Ronokco”  used  before  and  I  believe  you  said  it  was  unknown 
to  you.  I  ventured  that  the  terms  probably  referred  to  Roanoke  Island,  an  island  in  the  present 
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state  of  North  Carolina  which  in  1585  was  called  Virginia.  On  Roanoke  Island  in  1585  (actually 
the  period  1584-1587),  as  you  know,  the  first  English  settlement  in  the  New  World  was  made 
by  John  White  and  others.  This  was  an  ill-fated  settlement  and  it  was  not  until  1607  that  a 
permanent  settlement  was  made  at  Jamestown,  Virginia,  a  number  of  miles  north  of  Roanoke 
Island.  If  you  find  any  other  information  on  the  derivation  of  “Ronokco”,  I  would  be  interested 
to  hear  of  it. — John  jay  Pittman. 

Showing  Slides.  Among  the  many  pleasant  tasks  which  fall  to  one’s  lot  in  a  coin  club,  or 
even  a  numismatic  society,  is  that  of  projecting  the  slides  illustrating  talks  by  visiting  lecturers 
and  fellow  members. 

The  majority  of  them  are  of  very  high  quality,  and  are  marred  only  by  the  projectionist 
showing  them  upside  down  and/or  back  to  front.  If  lecturers  would  kindly  put  a  spot  about 
one  quarter  of  an  inch  in  diameter  on  the  bottom  left-hand  corner  of  the  mount  when  seen 
right  way  round  and  up,  as  held  in  the  hand,  projectionists  will  always  (well,  nearly  always) 
show  the  slides  correctly.  The  spot  should  be  black  on  a  white  mount  or  white  on  a  black  mount. 

Probationer  projectionists  should  note  that  if  they  pick  up  a  slide,  correctly  “spotted”, 
between  finger  and  thumb  of  their  right  hand  and  make  sure  the  spot  is  covered  by  their 
thumb  as  they  insert  the  slide  in  the  projector  they  will  rapidly  acquire  a  reputation  for 
infallability ! — H.  A.  V.  Warner.

Museum  to  get  Armada  Treasure.  Somewhere  in  Belfast  is  stored  priceless  treasure 
recovered  from  the  wreck  of  the  Spanish  Armada  galleon  Girona  which  floundered  off  the 
Antrim  Coast  in  a  storm  on  September  26th,  1588. 

The  evaluating  of  the  treasure  is  still  “at  the  discussion”  stage  but  now  the  Board  of 
Trade  and  Industry,  custodians  of  the  treasure,  has  agreed  to  give  the  Ulster  Museum  the 
opportunity  to  acquire  it.  A  substantial  contribution  towards  the  cost  was  announced  by  the 
Stormont  Minister  of  Finance,  Mr.  Kirk,  in  his  Budget  statement  earlier  this  year. 

Belgian  underwater  explorer  Robert  Stenuit,  pieced  together  the  story  of  the  ill-fated 
Girona — of  the  1,300  men  on  board  only  five  survived — from  faded  documents  in  the  archives 
of  five  countries. 

Diving  at  “Lacada  Point”,  Mr.  Stenuit  and  a  friend  found  a  two-foot  long  pig  of  lead  with 
five  Crosses  of  Jerusalem  on  it.  In  April,  1968,  they  returned  with  two  French  divers  and  a 
Belgian  architectural  student,  and  the  treasures  multiplied — from  gold  and  silver  coins  to 
weapons  of  war. 

A  place  in  the  Ulster  Museum  is  waiting  for  the  treasure,  which  will  give  the  museum  one 
of  the  most  fascinating  collections  in  existence.  It  will  probably  be  accommodated  in  the 
£80,000  museum  extension  which  will  be  opened  officially  this  year. — Sunday  Independant 
(Dublin),  20th  June  1971.

MEDAL  COLLECTORS’  SECTION 
THE  EXPEDITION  TO  ABYSSINIA  1887-68

Perhaps  the  most  attractive — and  certainly  one  of  the  most  expensive — of  the 
campaign  medals  issued  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Victoria  was  that  which  was 
sanctioned  in  1869  to  mark  the  success  of  the  expedition  to  Abyssinia.  The  medal, 
of  which  more  than  14,000  were  struck,  was  granted  not  only  to  those  troops  forming 
the  expeditionary  force  proper,  but  also  to  the  troops  who  protected  the  coastal  base 
and  the  lengthy  lines  of  communication,  and  to  the  crews  of  the  naval  vessels 
anchored  off  Zula.  Most  of  the  medals  issued  to  the  Indian  troops  were  engraved, 
but  those  to  British  troops  were  named,  most  unusually,  in  raised  lettering  on  the 
reverse.  The  campaign  itself  was  described  by  H.  M.  Stanley,  who  accompanied 
the  expedition  as  special  correspondent  for  the  “New  York  Herald”,  as  one  of 
“the  most  wonderfully  successful  campaigns  ever  conducted  in  history”,  and  its 
purpose,  which  was  achieved  at  a  minimal  cost  in  lives,  was  to  free  an  assortment 
of  European  prisoners  held  captive  in  Magdala,  the  mountain  fortress  of  the 
Emperor  Theodore. 

Theodore  had  earlier  sought  friendly  relations  with  Europe,  and  was  eager  for 
European  workmen  to  provide  him  with  the  modern  armaments  required  to  maintain 
his  power  against  rival  princes,  and  to  subdue  neighbouring  Moslem  tribes.  After 
the  death  of  his  wife  and  the  murder  in  1 860  of  his  highly  regarded  adviser,  W alter 
Plowden,  British  consul  since  1842,  Theodore’s  mind — always  subject  to  violent 
alternations  of  behaviour — became  completely  unbalanced.  Captain  Charles 
Cameron  was  appointed  to  replace  Plowden  in  1862  and  took  with  him  gifts  from 
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Queen  Victoria  to  Theodore;  gratified  by  this  gesture,  the  Emperor  despatched 
a  letter  of  thanks  which  the  Foreign  Office  overlooked  and  failed  to  answer.  Theodore’s 
anger  was  aroused;  and  in  January  1864,  Cameron,  together  with  his  secretary  and 
his  servants,  was  imprisoned,  followed  shortly  afterwards  by  several  missionaries 
and  their  families.  The  European  workmen  already  in  Abyssinia  avoided  this  fate 
since  Theodore  needed  their  expertise. 

The  Foreign  Office  tardily  replied  to  Theodore’s  letter,  and  requested  the 
release  of  the  captives ;  the  bearer  of  this  message,  a  Mr.  Rassam,  employed  by  the 
British  Political  Officer  at  Aden,  eventually  penetrated  the  highlands  of  Abyssinia 
and  in  due  course  he  and  his  party  were  added  to  the  list  of  captives.  Further 
unsuccessful  attempts  were  made  to  secure  the  release  of  the  prisoners,  but  by  1867 
the  patience  of  the  government  was  exhausted.  The  Cabinet  reluctantly  decided 
that  a  military  rescue  expedition  was  the  only  solution  to  the  problem,  particularly 
since  British  prestige  in  the  area  was  clearly  suffering;  in  July  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  India  telegraphed  the  Governor  of  Bombay  to  ask  how  soon  a  fully  equipped 
force  could  be  despatched — if  required — to  Abyssinia.  Sir  Robert  Napier,  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  at  Bombay  was  asked  to  pass  his  recommendations  to  Whitehall. 

Leaving  aside  the  basic  problems  of  catching  Theodore  and  saving  the  prisoners, 
the  difficulties  involved  in  mounting  such  an  expedition  were  enormous.  What  little 
information  was  available  suggested  that  the  expedition  must  struggle  nearly  400 
miles  over  mountainous  and  potentially  hostile  territory.  Roads  were  virtually 
non-existent  and  the  difficulties  of  supply  and  transport  were  formidable.  The 
extent  to  which  provisions  could  be  relied  upon  from  the  countryside  was  unknown. 
The  climate,  at  least  in  the  lowlands,  was  unpleasant,  and  the  summer  rainy  season 
on  the  plateau  would  make  most  of  the  route  impassable. 

After  careful  study,  Napier  recommended  an  expedition  of  not  less  than  12,000 
men,  to  guard  the  lines  of  communication  and  to  garrison  key  depots  along  the  route. 
A  large  coastal  base  would  be  required  and  an  intermediate  base  at  Antalo,  halfway 
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to  Magdala.  Vast  numbers  of  servants,  transport  animals  and  stores  would  be 
essential  and  Napier  suggested  the  employment  of  mules,  camels  and  carts,  together 
with  the  formation  of  a  cooly  corps  as  used  with  success  in  China  in  1860.  The 
cabinet  agreed  on  13th  August  1867  to  order  intervention  and  recommended 
Sir  Robert  Napier  to  command. 

Every  possible  assistance  was  given  by  the  Home  government;  permission  for 
disembarkation  in  Egyptian  territory  was  obtained,  hospital  ships  were  provided, 
together  with  equipment  for  well  boring,  water  pumping  and  water  condensing. 
Transport  animals  and  drivers  were  recruited  from  Mediterranean  countries. 
The  European  troops  selected  for  the  campaign  were  armed  with  new  Snider-Enfield 
rifles,  and  two  batteries  of  7  pounder  mountain  guns  and  a  battery  of  12  pounder 
breech-loading  rifled  Armstrong  guns  were  made  available.  The  only  acceptable 
currency  in  Abyssinia  was  the  1780  Maria  Theresa  Austrian  dollar;  negotiations 
were  carried  out  with  the  Vienna  mint  for  the  special  striking  of  500,000  of  these  coins. 

Sir  Robert  Napier  was  not  so  fortunate  in  his  dealings  with  the  civil  power  in 
Bombay,  t  he  main  area  of  disagreement  being  the  organisation  of  the  Land  Transport 
Corps.  Napier  wished  the  Transport  Corps  to  be  responsible  to  his  Quartermaster- 
General  rather  than  to  the  Commissariat  department.  He  was  eventually  able  to  have 
some  of  his  proposals — chiefly  that  the  “inspectors”  appointed  to  supervise  the 
mule  drivers  should  be  NCOs  drawn  from  British  and  Indian  regiments — reluctantly 
acceded  to.  This  gave  the  Land  Transport  Corps  an  element  of  military  discipline 
which  was  increased  by  subsequent  reorganisation. 

An  advance  party  landed  early  in  September  on  the  Red  Sea  coast;  a  landing  site 
was  chosen  in  Annesley  Bay  near  the  village  of  Zula.  The  first  contingent — mostly 
sappers — arrived  on  21st  October  1867  and  work  started  at  once  upon  the  con¬ 
struction  of  piers  out  into  the  bay,  camp  sites  and  roads.  The  survey  party  recon¬ 
noitred  the  approaches  to  the  highlands  and  eventually  recommended  the  use  of 
the  Koomayli  Pass.  Upgrading  of  the  road  was  put  in  hand,  and  wells  sunk  to 
augment  water  supplies.  Senafe  on  the  plateau  was  occupied  in  December,  and  the 
advanced  Brigade  moved  there  to  escape  the  epidemic  among  the  animals  on  the 
coastal  lowlands,  aggravated  by  the  initial  shortage  of  water.  By  the  new  year,  the 
water  condensers  were  producing  160  tons  of  water  per  day;  sickness  among  the 
pack  animals  was  significantly  reduced. 

Sir  Robert  Napier  arrived  at  Zula  in  January  to  take  over  command  from 
Sir  Charles  Staveley;  Captain  Hozier,  Assistant  Military  Secretary  described  the 
scene  on  arrival  from  the  deck  of  H.M.S.  Octavia: 

“Here  and  there  a  few  scarlet  coats  showed  the  presence  of  British  soldiers, 
and  the  ensign  of  England  floated  lazily  from  a  tall  flagstaff  in  one  portion  of  the 
camp.  Down  by  the  water’s  edge  a  rude  wharf  was  in  course  of  construction, 
and  near  it  lay  crowds  of  boats  and  barges  eager  to  discharge  their  teeming 
cargoes  of  mecrhandise  of  war  .  .  .  Crowds  of  workmen  on  the  shore  toiled  to 
carry  the  discharged  cargoes  from  the  water’s  edge  to  the  commissariat  depot. 
Condensers  were  at  work  pumping  with  their  whirring  machinery  salt  water 
from  the  sea  and  urging  it  out  again  fit  for  drinking  towards  the  land”. 

Arrangements  for  the  passage  of  the  expeditionary  force  were  now  greatly 
speeded;  the  road  through  Koomayli  to  Senafe  was  rapidly  improved  and  the  pack 
transport  supplemented  by  wheeled  carts,  enabling  the  serious  stockpiling  of  pro¬ 
visions  at  Senafe  to  begin.  The  remainder  of  the  force  was  ordered  not  to  proceed  to 
Zula  until  better  accommodation  had  been  provided.  The  work  was  difficult: 

“Under  a  burning  sun,  and  in  a  tropical  climate,  with  an  apportioned 
allowance  of  water,  with  perpetual  clouds  of  dust  lodging  in  every  pore,  physical

labour  was  excessively  severe.  But  the  railway  and  the  roads  had  to  be  made, 
and  made  they  were”.  (Hozier). 

The  railway,  intended  to  transport  troops  and  stores  across  the  coastal  plain  to 
Koomayli  was  not  a  great  success  since  much  of  the  equipment  was  faulty  or  obsolete. 

Napier  spent  most  of  January  supervising  the  preparations  for  the  advance. 
Seaborne  supplies  from  Bombay  were  slow  to  arrive,  and  there  was  at  Zula  a  serious 
lack  of  lighterage.  Intelligence  reports,  however,  kept  Napier  informed  of  Theodore’s 
movements;  having  devastated  the  area  around  Debra  Tabor — the  last  part  of  his 
kingdom,  apart  from  Magdala,  still  loyal  to  him — the  Emperor  was  returning  slowly 
to  Magdala,  together  with  his  very  considerable  artillery  force. 

Not  until  the  end  of  January  did  Napier  feel  himself  strong  enough  to  order  the 
advance.  The  remaining  troops  were  summoned  from  Aden,  and  Napier  established 
himself  at  Senafe,  leaving  Staveley  temporarily  in  command  at  Zula.  Adigerat  was 
occupied  by  the  advanced  Brigade  on  30th  January,  Dolo  on  10th  February  and 
Antalo,  the  halfway  point,  on  15th  February.  The  cavalry  were  employed  to  maintain 
communications  between  the  various  elements  of  the  force  strung  out  across  the 
highlands.  Napier  halted  at  Adigerat  until  February  18th  to  effect  a  further  reor¬ 
ganisation  of  the  Land  Transport  Corps  into  a  Highland  division  to  follow  the  army 
and  a  Lowland  division  to  ferry  supplies  from  Zula  to  Adigerat.  The  transport  was 
by  now  organised  wholly  on  military  lines,  with  two  expert  Punjabi  mule  trains 
forming  the  nucleus.  Both  muleteers  and  inspectors  were  armed,  thus  making  them 
independent  of  army  escort. 

Friendly  relations  were  established  with  Prince  Kassai,  the  local  ruler,  who 
promised  to  supply  limited  quantities  of  wheat  and  barley.  Orders  were  issued  for 
drastic  reductions  in  the  quantity  of  baggage,  and  for  the  return  of  most  of  the 
Indian  servants  to  Zula.  Both  moves  assisted  commissariat  arrangements  in  a  country 
where  little  local  produce  was  available.  Under  Napier’s  regulations,  a  European 
battalion  used  187  mules  and  less  than  100  followers;  the  same  battalion  in  India 
would  require  1200  mules  and  600  followers. 

Napier  reached  Antalo  on  March  2nd,  and  proceeded  to  organise  his  force  into 
two  divisions,  the  first  representing  all  troops  from  Antalo  to  the  front.  The  2nd 
Division  consisted  of  the  troops  protecting  the  lines  of  communication,  together 
with  the  garrisons  of  Senafe,  Adigerat  and  Antalo.  Those  1st  Division  troops  not  at 
Antalo  were  ordered  to  the  front,  among  them  being  a  detachment  of  5th  Battery, 
25th  Brigade,  R.A.,  complete  with  forty  elephants.  The  composition  of  the  1st 
Division  was  generally  as  tabulated  below:

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The  2nd  Division  was  commanded  by  Major-General  G.  Malcolm,  C.B. 

Napier  personally  commanded  the  Pioneer  force  from  March  15th,  sending  back 
directions  to  Staveley  to  improve  the  route  in  parts  for  the  passage  of  the  elephants. 
The  troops  were  now  marching  without  baggage;  each  mule  was  led  by  a  soldier  to 
prevent  falls.  By  the  end  of  the  month,  the  precipitous  gorge  of  the  Takkazie  river 
was  reached,  and  the  1st  Division  concentrated  at  Santara,  where  negotiations  took 
place  with  the  Wagshun  Gobaze,  the  effective  ruler  of  the  remainder  of  the  route. 
This  lay  across  the  plateaux  of  Wadela  and  Dalanta,  which  were  bisected  by  the 
Jidda  ravine.  Across  this  Theodore  had  blasted  a  crude  road,  which  continued  to 
Magdala,  for  his  artillery.  Other  evidence  of  the  Emperor  s  passage  two  months 
earlier  was  apparent  in  the  devastated  villages  and  burnt  crops. 

By  9th  April,  the  force  had  reached  the  edge  of  the  plateau,  overlooking  the 
Bashilo  river,  and  the  first  view  of  the  rock  of  Magdala  and  the  adjacent  peaks  of 
Fahla  and  Selasse  was  obtained.  A  narrow  valley  connected  the  slopes  of  Fahla  with 
(  the  Bashilo,  and  up  this  ravine  continued  Theodore’s  road.  At  the  head  of  the 
valley  lay  the  plain  of  Arogee,  overlooked  by  Fahla,  on  the  summit  of  which  Theodore 
had  sited  some  of  his  gims. 

Until  Fahla  was  taken,  the  usual  approach  to  Magdala  was  not  possible.  Under 
the  command  of  Sir  Charles  Staveley,  the  1st  Brigade  (except  the  cavalry)  advanced 
across  the  river,  leaving  the  2nd  Brigade  in  support.  The  infantry  was  to  occupy  the 
Gumbaji  spur  and  advance  onto  the  Afficho  plateau  in  an  attempt  to  turn  the  enemy 
position;  they  were  also  to  cover  a  reconnaissance  by  Colonel  Phayre  (Deputy 
Quartermaster- General)  in  the  direction  of  Fahla.  The  artillery  and  the  baggage 
were  to  wait  until  the  sappers  had  made  a  road  up  the  spur  from  the  Bashilo.  Colonel 
Phayre  took  this  detachment  as  his  escort,  and  the  road  remained  unmade;  he  passed 
a  report  back  that  the  baggage  could  take  the  King’s  road  since  the  sappers  would 
hold  the  head  of  the  valley.  Napier  issued  the  necessary  orders  and  then  rode  up  to 
the  Afficho  plateau,  overlooking  Arogee.  Once  there,  it  was  apparent  that  the  pass 
was  not  secure,  and  that  the  nearest  British  soldiers  were  with  Napier,  about  1200 
yards  from  the  point  where  the  road  emerged.  The  pioneers  were  swiftly  ordered  to 
the  left,  and  the  remainder  of  the  Brigade  instructed  to  hurry  to  the  plateau.  Captain 
Hozier  described  the  situation : 

“He  was  none  too  soon,  for  the  leading  mules  ...  were  already  emerging 
from  the  pass.  A  few  moments  after  they  came  in  view,  a  puff  of  white  smoke 
curled  up  from  the  summit  of  Fahla,  a  roundshot  whirred  over  the  heads  ot  the 
staff  and  buried  itself  heavily  in  the  ground  behind  ...  the  steep  path  and 
.  mountain  sides  of  Fahla  were  instantaneously  covered  by  masses  of  warriors, 
)  quickly  rushing  down  to  seize,  as  they  hoped,  wealthy  booty  from  an  unsuspecting 

foe.”  .  ,  .  ,  _ 

Theodore  had  ordered  his  army  to  attack  the  baggage,  while  himself  remaining  to 
direct  the  fire  of  his  artillery.  Fortunately,  the  charges  used  were  excessive  and  the 
shot  plunged  down  over  the  heads  of  the  British  columns.  The  Naval  Biigade  mo\  ed 
up  to  the  Afficho  plateau  and  opened  fire  with  rockets  against  the  Abyssimans, 
causing  great  alarm;  one  section  of  the  enemy  was  however  bearing  against  the  troops 
on  the&  plateau  while  another  section  rushed  to  the  head  of  the  pass  to  seize  the 
baggage  The  infantry— 4th  King’s  Own,  27th  N.I.  and  Royal  Engineers— laid  down 
their  packs  and  advanced;  the  rapid  fire  of  the  Snider  rifles  had  a  devastating  effect 
on  the  Abyssinians  who  were  driven  back  up  the  slopes  of  Fahla.  Rocket  and  aru  ery 
fire  from  two  of  A  Battery’s  guns  thwarted  an  attempt  to  turn  Staveley  s  right  flank, 
and  the  Naval  Brigade’s  rockets  were  then  directed  onto  the  summit  of  Fahla,  so 
preventing  the  accurate  discharge  of  the  enemy  artillery. 

A  Battery,  together  with  an  escort  of  detachments  of  the  4th  King’s  Own  and  the 
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23rd  Pioneers,  had  issued  from  the  valley  in  time  to  meet  the  Abyssinian  attack. 
Despite  the  fire  of  the  steel  mountain  guns,  the  enemy  continued  to  advance  and  were 
only  driven  back  after  a  hand-to-hand  struggle  with  the  Pioneers.  The  baggage  itself 
was  protected  by  two  companies  of  the  4th  and  one  of  the  10th  N.I.  After  putting  the 
main  body  of  enemy  to  flight,  the  artillery  escort  returned  to  help  the  baggage  guard, 
inflicting  heavy  losses  on  the  Abyssinians.  The  battle  ended  at  about  7  p.m.,  and  the 
1st  Brigade  bivouacked  on  the  ground  commanding  the  head  of  the  valley,  to  protect 
the  baggage  still  in  the  ravine.  Abyssinian  losses  were  estimated  at  about  700  dead 
and  1200  wounded,  many  of  jwhom  were  treated  by  British  medical  staff;  British 
losses  were  20  men  wounded,  two  of  whom  subsequently  died. 

After  this  emphatic  defeat  Theodore  despatched  two  of  his  captives  to  make 
peace;  Napier  returned  an  ultimatum  insisting  upon  the  Emperor’s  absolute  sub¬ 
mission,  and  guaranteed  a  24  hour  armistice.  Theodore  at  first  sent  back  an  insulting 
reply,  but  then  abruptly  changed  his  mind  and  freed  his  European  captives  on  April 
11th.  An  apologetic  letter  followed  the  next  day,  together  with  the  gift — which  was 
declined — of  a  large  number  of  cows.  As  a  further  pacific  gesture,  the  Abyssinian 
guns  were  removed  from  their  commanding  position  on  Fahla.  Napier  was  still 
unresponsive  and  Theodore  attempted  to  break  out  of  the  northern  side  of  his  citadel, 
but  found  the  way  blocked  by  hostile  Moslem  Gallas  tribesmen.  With  a  few  hundred 
devoted  retainers,  the  Emperor  then  prepared  to  remain  in  his  fortress  and  to  defy 
Napier  to  the  end. 

Sir  Robert  Napier  had  already  decided  to  storm  Magdala  on  13th  April;  the 
armistice  had  lasted  longer  than  24  hours  and  it  was  necessary  to  lose  as  little  time 
as  possible  in  starting  the  return  march.  The  complete  force  was  paraded  on  the 
Arogee  plateau,  and  then  ordered  to  march  up  Theodore’s  road  to  Islamgee,  the 
saddle  connecting  Selasse  and  Magdala.  The  advance  commenced  at  about  8.30  a.m. 
with  the  assault  force  drawn  from  the  2nd  Brigade;  by  midday  the  Fahla  saddle  was 
reached,  the  peak  itself  being  taken  by  the  10th  and  27th  N.I.  The  advance  guard 
of  the  33rd  occupied  Selasse  where  those  Abyssinians  released  by  Theodore  from 
their  allegiance  were  ordered  to  lay  down  their  arms  and  move  to  the  plain  below. 
Once  both  peaks  were  secured,  the  Armstrong  guns  and  8"  mortars  were  brought  up 
to  fire,  at  fairly  long  range,  into  Magdala.  Three  mountain  guns  were  dragged  to  the 
summit  of  Selasse;  the  remainder,  together  with  the  Naval  Rocket  Brigade,  took  up 
a  position  at  the  foot  of  Selasse. 

Theodore  and  a  small  band  of  picked  men  had  meanwhile  moved  to  Islamgee 
with  the  intention  of  dragging  some  of  the  Abyssinian  artillery  back  to  Magdala. 
This  attempt  was  thwarted  by  the  approach  of  a  detachment  of  Bombay  Light 
Cavalry,  together  with  a  company  of  the  33rd;  Islamgee  then  filled  up  with  the  rest 
of  the  British  and  Indian  troops  who  soon  discovered,  at  the  foot  of  a  cliff,  the 
rotting  bodies  of  a  large  number  of  Gallas  prisoners  massacred  by  Theodore  in  a 
drunken  fury  on  9th  April.  Magdala  itself  was  now  clearly  visible,  a  rock  rising 
steeply  300'  above  the  southern  end  of  Islamgee;  the  sole  approach  was  by  a  narrow 
path,  guarded  by  two  gates,  the  lower  of  which  had  been  jammed  shut  with  blocks  of 
stone. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  assault:  the  33rd  was  to  advance  across  Islamgee, 
with  two  companies  in  skirmishing  order  and  two  in  support.  The  remaining  six 
companies,  together  with  10th  Company  R.E.  and  K  Company,  Madras  Sappers 
and  Miners,  were  to  form  the  storming  party.  Artillery  fire  commenced  at  3  p.m., 
but  the  Armstrong  guns  and  mortars  proved  ineffective.  An  hour  later,  the  advance 
was  ordered:  having  reached  the  lower  gate,  it  was  found  that  the  Engineers  had 
mislaid  (or  forgotten)  their  powder  charges,  and  a  vain  attempt  was  made  with  crow¬ 
bars  to  break  into  the  fortress.  The  defenders  maintained  a  steady  musket  fire,  but 
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caused  remarkably  few  casualties.  Part  of  the  33rd  moved  to  the  right  and  managed 
to  scale  the  walls,  thereby  winning  two  Victoria  Crosses  and  taking  the  defenders  of 
the  gate  in  flank.  The  Abyssinian  warriors  fell  back  in  confusion,  and  the  leading  men 
of  the  33rd  rushed  through  the  upper  gate  before  giving  the  enemy  any  time  to  offer 
determined  resistance.  Most  of  the  garrison  threw  down  their  arms  and  the  remainder 
surrendered  after  learning  of  Theodore’s  death.  The  Emperor’s  body  was  found  near 
the  upper  gate,  where  he  had  shot  himself  with  a  pistol  originally  presented  to  him 
by  Queen  Victoria. 

The  cost  of  the  assault  had  been  small — fifteen  wounded — and  the  objects  of  the 
expedition  successfully  achieved.  Napier  lost  little  time  in  starting  preparations  for 
the  return  to  Zula,  and  on  17th  April,  the  37  assorted  artillery  pieces  captured  were 
destroyed,  the  defences  of  Magdala  mined  and  sprung  and  the  buildings  burnt.  The 
expeditionary  force,  swollen  at  least  in  the  early  stages  with  large  numbers  of 
Abyssinian  refugees  intent  on  avoiding  persecution  by  the  Gallas,  started  the  long 
march  400  miles  back  to  the  coast.  The  same  arduous  conditions  prevailed — shortage 
of  food  and  water,  and  difficult  terrain — and  the  persistent  attacks  by  marauding 
tribesmen,  intent  on  booty,  gave  some  indication  of  what  might  have  been  suffered 
by  an  army  in  retreat.  At  Antalo  the  force  was  split  into  columns,  each  provided  with 
10  days  rations  and  each  leaving  at  daily  intervals;  the  rearguard  left  the  town  on  15th 
May.  Napier  arrived  at  Senafe  on  24th  May  where  he  presented  Prince  Kassai  with  a 
large  quantity  of  small  arms,  and  promised  delivery  of  a  number  of  artillery  pieces. 

The  Commander-in-chief  returned  to  Zula  with  the  last  column  of  the  expe¬ 
ditionary  force  on  June  2nd;  embarkation  of  the  troops,  stores  and  transport  animals 
was  already  in  progress,  supervised  by  Major  Frederick  Roberts  (later  Lord  Roberts 
of  Kandahar).  Napier  himself  left  Abyssinia  on  June  10th  and  the  last  troops  followed 
eight  days  later.

I  have  always  understood  that  Fleet  Air  Arm  and  other  Naval  personnel  passing  through 
the  Burma  Operation  Area  en  route  to  operations  in  the  Pacific  qualified  for  the  Burma  Star 
plus  Rosette;  many  people  including  myself  however,  felt  that  this  was  a  little  unfair  to  the 
14th  Army  and  opted  only  for  the  Pacific  Star. 

I  would  like  to  know  if  this  view  is  correct.— Peter  E.  Leach.
